Within the next few weeks the fate of the pro¬ 
ject to purchase the Calgary Meadowlark curling 
rink, have it dismantled and re-erected on a Vulcan 
site, should be known. 

The Vulcan and District Recreation Centre com¬ 
mittee came upon this opportunity about three weeks 
ago at a time when their drive for funds to renovate 
the old arena was at a comparative standstill and this 
chance to acquire a building which will incorporate 
both artificial ice for skating and adequate area for 
community centre purposes, has been an unexpected 
windfall. 

While we have held reservations regarding reno¬ 
vation of the old arena, the opinion of the committee 
was that it was financially impossible to consider a 
new building of sufficient scope to satisfy all needs. It 
became a matter of renovation or nothing at all and 
Vulcan cannot afford to stand still at this stage of 
progress. 

Now with the chance of obtaining a nearly new 
building and with good possibilities of securing the 
west half of the armouries block for an ideal location 
we cannot help but feel the residents of this town 
and district have an obligation to bring into being 
something Vulcan is in crying need of; a community 
centre and artificial ice arena. 

To bring residents up to date on the scheme and 
give a fair picture of what can lie ahead, a public 
meeting has been called by the Recreation Centre 
committee for Monday, March 23. Every citizen with 
any interest in the future of this district should make 
an effort to attend. This meeting will give those with 
views for and against this project, a chance to be 
heard and if proof can be shown that the whole idea 
is too expensive — at least $85,000 is involved — or 
that the town and district are not ready for or do not 
favor such a move, then the Recreation group should 
go back to their committee room and take some 
serious second thoughts in the matter.

The speaker felt the plan as ap¬

(Continued From Front Pace) 
ner to that under which the Sta- 
vely recreational area was organiz¬ 
ed. Their proposed plan would call 
for a two mill assessment in the 
village and one mill in the rural 
area and the village council had 
already approved the plan. Ap¬ 
proval is now being sought from 
the county. 

At Lomond, the skating rink, 
curling rink and community hall 
are being successfully operated by 
the one recreation board. They 
found fire insurance premiums of 
about $100 a month to be a heavy 
and a continuing drain on their 
resources. They felt that in a year 
or two they would need $2,800 a 
year to meet operating expenses 
but did not plan to ask this year 
that their district be organized 
as a recreational area. The Lom¬ 
ond district has natural boundaries 
and this was not felt to be a 
problem. 

The meeting was for the purpose 
of information and no action was 
taken at it to set up either a 
county-wide or district recreational 
area. It was intimated that the 
subject would be discussed at the 
March meeting of the county coun¬ 
cil with the thought of deciding 
whether recreational development 
should be on a county-wide basis 
or by districts.
